A lonely winter evening in a snow-covered mountain village, in contrast to the dark 
sky.

Hiroshige’s famous “Rain’. Wind-swept scene, mist and beating rain on the half-nude 
coolies caught in a summer shower.

77. MisHima, ASA Kirt: Mornine MIstT 
Early start for sleepy travelers. The blue Torii, the unfaded blue of the lanterns in 


artistic contrast to dark trees and the misty landscape. Fine condition with margins.

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78. Kiso GORGE IN SNOw, UPPER RAPIDS OF FUJIKAWA: PANEL 

One of Hiroshige’s great designs in two colors, the snow yellowed by time and ex- 
posure.

79. Two LANDSCAPES BY ARTISTS RARELY OFFERED
